M easures Aim to Prevent Interlocking 


Directorates, 
Define 
Restraint 
of 


Trade and Unlaw ful Practices. 


Washington, Jan. 24.—Four ol 
lie, 
administration anti trust bills, def>4*.ng 
monopoly, prohibiting interlocking di­ 
rectorates, establishing rules for trode 
relations and creating an interstate 
trade commission, are now before con­ 
gress. 
White House officials declared that 
President Wilson neither had approved 
nor disapproved the bills. It was said 
the bills introduced were not to be re 
garded as the last word by the ad­ 
ministration, or as the explicit desires 
of the president. It was pointed out 
that 
the 
measures 
were 
launched 
merely as a framework upon which 
the Anal legislation would be built and 
that free criticism by business men 
and the country generally of the mer 
Its of the proposals was now wanted. 
President 
Wilson 
indicated 
that 
there would he no legislation at this 
session relating to the regulation of 
stock exchanges, and said he looked 
for public hearings on the anti trust 
bills. The four bills now drawn and a 
fifth measure to regulate the Issuance 
oI railway stocks and bonds, repre­ 
sent the administration’s program af­ 
fecting big business for the present. 
The interstate trade commission bill 
KAR made public by Senator F. (I. 
Newlauds, chairman of the senate ira- 
terstate commerce committee. 
Later Mr. Clayton introduced the 
interstate trade commission bill in tho 
house of representatives. 
It was re­ 
ferred to the house interstate com­ 
merce 
committee, of 
which W* C. 
Adamson, of Georgia, is chairman. 
This was in accord with the Under­ 
wood motion w hich the house adopted, 
giving the interstate commerce com­ 
mittee Jurisdiction over the interstate 
trade commission bill and the propos­ 
ed railway securities bill, leaving tho 
judiciary committee in command of 
the consideration and reporting of the 
interlocking 
directorates 
bill, 
tho 
Sherman law definitions WU and the 
trade relations bill. 
These measures were introduced in 
the house by Representative Clayton, 
in the form agreed upon in confer­ 
ences. 
Choirman Clayton, of the latter com 
mittee, made public the text of tho 
three latter bills. He then issued a 
statement that these bills had been 
prepared by a subcommittee of the 
judiciary committee for submission to 
aud consideration by the full commit­ 
tee, and that he expected the commit­ 
tee would have hearings upon them 
in condition with all other bills intro­ 
duced and referred to the committee 
relating to the same subject. 
In the trade relations measure no 
provision wan made for the prohibi­ 
tion of holding companies as suggest­ 
ed in President Wilson’s message, but 
It was announced that the committee 
would further consider that phase of 
the trust regulation program and prob­ 
ably would add a section to the hill, it 
was 
explained that the reason for 
omitting reference to that subject win 
because neither the president nor ad­ 
ministration leaders had determined 
jUht how far the government should 
go. 
One of the noticeable features of 
the new bills which will serve as the 
legislative basis of all anti trust leg s 
lation iii the resent congress is the ef­ 
fort which has been made to divorce 
railroads from coal mining companies. 
It is believed that carriers will be 
compelled to sever their eonnections 
entirely with the anthracite and bitu­ 
minous i *-al industries.

$175,000 in our fee, but declined tc 
cut the fee allowed Talley & Hey 
ward."

Judge bad been caused by his refusal 
to recommend

Judge Speer’s son in law aa assistant 
United States attorney. Since the es 
trangement he charged he b al been 
able to win few rases in Judge SpeerN 
court, a fact which he attributed tc 
Judge Speer’s activity in dlrertlng the 
case into channels which handicapped 
the government’s prosecution.
